The Sierra Madre His¬ 
torical Society aiinounc c s 
that Richardson House and 
Lizzie’s Trail Inn aie once 
again open, free to the pub¬ 
lic, from 1 to 4 each Sun¬ 
day afternoon. The hi.storic 
buildings, restored by the 
Society as museums, are 
closed during the summer 
months. 

The buildings have been 
gix-en a complete cleaning 
and refurbishing Iry mem- 
liers. Richardson House i.s 
now beaming with a new 
coat of paint, thanks to Re¬ 
storation chairmen Ed Jehr- 
son, Paul Ritter, Norm Mor¬ 
rison and committee. Althea 
Butler and Mary Elstoppey 
and the Garden Club work 
to keep the grounds looldiig 
well. 

SMHS saved these h'aild- 
ings from destruction in the 
early ’’''O’s, when, in bad dis¬ 
repair, they were about to he 
torn down and rest o r e d 
them. Richardson House is 
.Sierra Madro’s oldest house, 
built in 1861, liy the first 
resident, John R’ichardson, a 
Civil War veleran vv h o 
home.stoaded here after re¬ 
ceiving a government grant 
of this land for his war serv¬ 
ice. It is one of three hoiisos 


here when Nathaniel Carter. 
Sierra Madre’s foainder, pur¬ 
chased the land in tS-Sl he 
called the “Sierra Madre 
Tract.” John Richardson i.s 
the first burial in 1884, in 
the Sierra Madre Pioneer 
Cemetery. 

The house h.is been fur¬ 
nished in the Victorian per¬ 
iod with donations from 
members and the community. 
Both buildings are located 
side by side at tlie foot of 
liistoric Mt. Wilson Trail. 
Lizize's lioiises a collection 
of Sierra Al.adrc memori- 
bilia. 

Lizize’s Trail Inn has Ireon 
famous in more recent years 
as a popular restaurant. Be¬ 
fore that .and since the turn 
of the century there hat 
been a building where re¬ 
freshments could be pur¬ 
chaser for hikers Iioading up 
the Trail. S'lch lumminaries 
as Ariilrow Carnegie and 
Henry Ford stopped there 
before going up to the Har¬ 
vard teiescoiie on top of Mt.

Cigarette Sales 
Falling In State 

George R. Reilly, member, 
State Board of Equalization, 
announced that cigarette 
sales in California decreased 
for th'j .second con.secuti\'e 
year during fiscal 1979-80. 
producing $272 million in 
state taxes. 

Reilly reported that 2.873 
billion packs wore distribut¬ 
ed, down only slightly by 2 
million nacks from the pre¬ 
ceding year. Cigarette sales 
in California reached their 
all-time high two years ago 
with record sales of 2.92r> 
billion pack.s, which produced 
$274 million in state ciga¬ 
rette taxes. 

Reilly said that per capita 
consumptmn declined for the 
fourth cons'-'cutive year — 
from 127.7 in 1978-79 to 125.4 
jiack per Californian this 
year. Four years ago, that 
figure was ronside r a b 1 y 
higher — 135.6. Going back 
even further, per capita con- 
.sumption has been dropning 
steadily with few exceptions 
sincfr the peak year of 1962- 
63 when 147.2 packs per 
Californian went up in 
smoke. It was in 1964 that 
the U.S. .Surgeon General is¬ 
sued his repcTt warning that 
cigarette smoking could he 
hazarous to health.

Gasoline Use On 
First Yr, Increase 

George R. Reilly, member. 
State Board of Equalization, 
announced that the first 
.year-to-year increase in Cali¬ 
fornia gasoline consumption 
in 15 months occurred In 
July. 

Reilly reported that dis¬ 
tribution totaled 975,522,776 
gallons, an increase of 2.9 
pei- cent over -Tuly last year, 
but still lower by 4.5 per 
cent than in July 1978. How¬ 
ever, July gallonage was a 
hefty 6.G3 per cent greater 
than during the preceding 
month of June. Not since 
1976 has July’s gallonage ex¬ 
ceeded June’s. 

Reilly said that gasoline 
excise tax revenues to the 
state amounted to almost 
S68.3 million, up SI.9 million 
over July 1979. and higher 
by $4.2 million than in June.

Speaking 

$60 Million ’81 Surplus 

l^'gislative Analyst William Hamm has estimated that 
the June 30, 1981, state General Fund surplus will amount 
to $60 million, up about $73 million from a $12.6 million 
deficit forecast in an August 15 report. 

Key to his revision, mailed to legislators August 25, 
was a newly revised figure on the 1980-81 growth, in as¬ 
sessed valuations, which niw stands at an etimated 18 
per cent rather than the 13.2 per cent previously esti¬ 
mated. 

Growtn in assssed valuation increases tire revenues 
received by schools from the propesty tax and automatical¬ 
ly idecreaises state school apportionments. 

Assemblyman John Vasoncellos, chairman of the As¬ 
sembly Ways and Means Committee, noted that the pro¬ 
jected surplus is “tiny” and cautioned against “increasing 
spending.” 

Hamm also estimated, using several assumptions, a 
1981-82 year-ending deficit of $755 million. Among tho.se 
assumptions are; 

— A 10 per cent increase for state operatisg expenses 
anid equipment. 

— A "California Necessities Index” increase of 13 
per cent. 

— A 10 per cent employee salary increase. 

— Capital outlay financing from tidelands oil reve¬ 
nues instead of the General Fhnd. 

— Waiver of the “AB 8 deflator” (under which a 
reductio,n in state assistance to local government is auto¬ 
matically triggered by state revenue shortfalls). 

— Termination of the state’s share of the federal re¬ 
venue-sharing program by Septmber 30, 1980. 

— No transfer from the tidelands oil revenue fund to 
the General Fund. 

— Court approval of $135 million in retroactive salary 
payments for state employees. 

— A 12 per cent increase in General Fund revenues. 

— No further additions to or subtractions from a cur¬ 
rent $620 million state General Fund reserve for economic 
uncertainties. 

Added Hamm: “If all peding legislatio,n were enacted, 
the end-of-year deficit (for 1981-82) would be $1,366 mil¬ 
lion.” 

Since the state cannot legally operate in a deficit posi¬ 
tion, Hamm noted: " . . . . We cannot a.ssume that the 
1981-82 fiscal year will end with a deficit. We must assume 
that the Legislature will either increase taxes or reduce 
expenditures in order to balance the budget for the 
1981-82 fiscal year . . .” 

Abolish Inheritance Tax! 


We’re going to need your help plus a lot more from 
other people and groups as we go all-out to qualify an 
initiative to abolish the state inheritance tax. The tax is 
providing only two per cent of the state’s revenue at the 
expense of destroying family estates. Inflation of property 
. values has pushed estates of every size into higher and 
higher tax brackets and it will only get worse. 

Caliornia’s onerous inheritance tax threatens the very 
continuation of family-held businesses add farms bc-cause 
many must be sold to pay the tax upon death. Employoe.s 
and business executives will lose a large sh.are of their 
life’s savings — upon which they have already paid in¬ 
come taxes. 

’The legislature passd a “Band-Aid” bill this session 
that helps but doesnt get at the heart of the problem. An¬ 
other initiative to repeal the inheritance ta.x recently quali¬ 
fied for the ballot but unfortunately has a drafting de¬ 
fect rendering it unconstitutional, according to the legis¬ 
lative counsel. This makes it .necesary to support a new 
initiative to repeal the tax, by Assemblyman Don Rogers, 
meticulously drafted and reviewed by prominent Califor- 
,nia law firms. The force of the California Chamber’s con¬ 
stituency can can qualify this initiative muc'h like it 
did two j-ears ago with the “Spirit of 13” spending lid. 


Open Meetings 


The measure by state Senator Barry Keene would ex¬ 
tend to advisory committees and S'ubcommittees of state 
boards and commissions the same open-meeting and public 
notice requirement .now applied to ejected state and local 
government bodies. 

State board or commission members who knowingly 
violate the new law would be subject to misdemeanor pen¬ 
alties lunder the legislation. In an August 26 statement, 
Keene said his bill also would require all state and local 
government bodies to make their agendas and background 
Information public beforehand if members themselves ha\’e 
access to such material. 


Failed In Job 


As part of a 1933 reform effort to curb state and 
local spending, California voters imposed the current con¬ 
stitutional requirement that the state budget be approved 
by a two-thirds vote of the legislature. That suggests to 
me that the simple-majority vote had failed to ido its job. 

Since the enactment of the two-tliirds requirement in 
2933, through fiscal 1968, California not once entered the 
new fiscal year without a budget, according to our re¬ 
search. 

Since 1G68, however, the state has entered the new 
fiscal j-ear without an approved budget in eight of the 
12 years. 

If the legislature were to return to a simple-majority 
budget vote today, I suggest that the rc.sult would be an 
even more partisan legislature. The state’s spending plan 
would become the majority party’s spending plan, a parti¬ 
san documnt free of the tempering influence of a signi¬ 
ficant minority. 

Far from minimizing pork-barreling and logrolling, 
the simple-majority vote, in my opinion, would make the 
dollar delivery of back-room deals just that much easier. 

The two-thirds requiremet still plays an important, 
positive role in California govcr.nmont by moderating the 
direction of spending and making it a little more difficult 
to appropriate funds in general. 

The question of a timely budget should be loft to the 
|)erso,ns charged by the state’s constitution to produce a 
timely budget: legislators themselves. That is the goal 
which the four principal leaders of the two houses should 
commit themselves to publicly before, say, the November 
elections.

Law Changes In 
Social Security 

A recent law changes the 
eligibility requirements ‘un¬ 
der the .'.upplemcntai seou 
rify income (SSI) ijrograin 
for people who are not U.S. 
cilizens, Ms. Hughes, social 
security branch manager in 
Monrovia said recently. 

.'•’SI is a Federal program 
that provides a basic casli 
income to people who are 65 
or older or blind or disabled 
wlio have little or no income 
and little savings or other 
personal as.sets. 

Up to now, a non-citizen 
legally admitted to the U.S. 
could (|,ualify for SSI pay¬ 
ments 30 days after entering 
this country, provided all 
other eligibility requirements 
weie met. This was true 
cv( n through the person was 
sponsored by a U.S. resident 
wlio pledged financial sup¬ 
port. 

Under the new law, start¬ 
ing in Octobi'i' 1980, the 
sjionsor’s income and a.sset.s 
will generally lx: considered 
available to the non-citizen 
f-or purposes of SSI eligiW- 
Ity for a period of three 
years unless the person be¬ 
comes blind or disabled after 
entering the U.S. or if he or 
she i.s a refugee or has been 
granted political asylum.

If publication is necessary, our ad¬ 
vertising charge is $30.00. If there is no publication, your cost is only $15.00. If'you want 
us to handle _ filing for you. please bring us your $15.00 check made payable to "Los Angeles 
County Clerk." Our forms and filing services are tree, as explained above. If the records need to 
be searched there is a $2.00 charge. 

All Fictitious Business Name Statements tiled or refiled during the year 1974 will expire 
On December 31, 1979. If you tiled your statement during 1974, California law requires you to 
prepare a new statement and file It with the County Clerk before December 31, 1980. If the 
information in your new statement is different from the Information which was in your 1974 
statement, the law also requires that the new statement be published in a legally qualified 
newspaper. The law provides that "the newspaper selected tor the publication of the state¬ 
ment should be one that circulates in the area where the business is to be conducted." (Sec. 
17917 — Business and Professions Code)
